2. a span of flexible material (i.e., pad material extends and the pad 32 substantially surrounds the upstanding portions, extending 
forwardly therefrom a distance. The pad is formed from a frictionally adherent material such as rubber; see col. 3, lines 44-48); 

3. a plurality of supports supporting the span (i.e., the varying frictional forces applied by the separator in different regions; see col. 3, 
lines 60-65). 
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
